PARIS, June 10,—Polish troops are pursuing the retreat- 
ing Bolshevik between the Dvina and Upper Beresina rivers, 
according to a Havas despatch from Zurich, which says there is 
confirmation that the Red shock troops, which won local sue- 
cesses between May 14 and June 2, were exclusively com- 
manded by German officers. These troops the despatch added, 
are now in orderly retirement toward Polotsk, methodically 
destroying everything in their path. 

The rest of the Bolshevik division are reported to be flee- 
ing in disorder, while the Polish army is approaching the lake 
region near the Upper Dvina.

At Extent To Which Combines 


And Price Fixing Have Grown 


Report, Giving Details of Work Done Since Organization | 
in July, 1919, Is Submitted to Ottawa House — Many | 


Retailers Are Not Repor 


cuted, Say Commissioners. 


Ottawa, June 10—(Canadian Press) 
—A report on the work of the board 
of commerce was tabled in parliament 
today. 

The board's report of 176 foolscap 
pages gives dvtailed account of the 
activities of the board from its incep- 
tion on July 7, 1919 to’ March $31, 
1920, the end of its first legal year 

The brief preamble concludes: 
“Thia report ts signed only by Com- 
missioner, who finds himself tn dis- 
agreement with Commissioner James 
Murdock. the only other member of 
*ne board. as to the advisability of in- 
clusion within the board’s report of 
certain addition matter.” A sub- 
clause follows, signed by Commission- 
er Murdock, in which he says: “T 
fully concur with my associate com- 
missioner in the preceding report with 
‘ts annexed echedules as far as it 
goes, except that my earnest convic- 
‘ton and claim ie that correspondence 
and documents «ent to the Rt. Hon. 
minister, under date of March 3, deal- | 
ing with the resignation of the chair- 
man of this board should hove been 
ineluded in this report. My hellef ts 
that It would have been very much ‘In 
the public interest’ for the people of 
Canada to know something more of 
the reasons that prevented the board 
of commerce of Canada from per- 
forming its functions im controlling 
profiteering and combines against the 
publie interest as by law Intended.” 

A list follows of toe hearings, inves- 
tleations and dec'sions of the board 
hetween August 20, 191% and March 
21, 1920, in fifteen different cities of 
Manada and the United States on gen- 
eral matters and ten public hearings 
on the newsprint situation between 
October 11, 1919, and March 16, 1920,! 
The board's control of newsprint was 
rescinded on April 7, 1920, following 
a decision rendered in the supreme 
court of Canada that the newsprint 
contro] as a war measure Was no 
longer justified. Sugar, milk, bread, 
pork products, boots and shoes, gro- 
ceries, clothing, drigs, electric jamps, 
wall paper, canned goode and coal are 
amongst the aspecific commodities 
touched on in the report, investigation 
having been meade of several alleged 
combines. 

Dealing in its concluding remarks 
with the investigation of combines, 
the board states that only lack of a 
competen* staff has prevented it from 
going further into this matter. | 

Dissents from Judge Robson 

Dissenting from the view expressed 
by former Judge H. A. Robson, ex- 
ciairman of the board, that the oper- 
ations committed to tae board were! 
impossible of operation, the present 
commissioners point out that the| 
Combines and Fair Price Act relates | 
as well to fair prices, to combines, | 
trusts and mergers, and to this first | 
part of the act, says the repor', it was 
the experience of the commissioners 
“during the regime of the ex-chief 
commissioner (Judge Robson) it was 
very difficult to secure any attention.” 

In the end the present commiss-| 
jioners themselves (the report conti 
ues) very shortly before the resigna- 
tlon of ihe chief commissioner and 
without his ussent set in action the| 
first part of the Combines and Fair 
Vrices act with the result that the;

The ciyt! service com- 
mission is alleged, throughout the re- 
port, to have handicapped the work 
of the board of commerce, and the 
board's report states frankly that it 
cannot continue useful operation un- 
less its experts can be chosen by the 
board itself. The cholce of experts for 
secret and highly specialised investi- 
gations, the board claims, cannot be 
made through public competition, 
persons to whom the civil 
service commission probably would 
¢o for recommendation of such ex- 
perts, it is added, might be the very 
persone whose business operations 
were to be investigated by the board. 

Price Wheat Affects Living Costs. 

Referring to the creation of the Can- 
adian Wheat Board three weeks after 
the Board of Commerce commenced 
operations, the board's report points 
out that the price of Waeat as a basic 
commmodity [materially afifedts tthe 
cost of living. Flour prices are im- 
portant, but the price of mill feeds 
still more important, because it af- 
fects the cost of milk, butter, cheese 
and certain meats, “The effect of 
the creation of the ‘wheat board, 
therefore, says the report, ‘was to 
wemove from ithe effective control 
of the Board of Commerce profits in 
wheat, flour and mill feeds, and to 
force this board to acknowledge as 
dust and reasonable continuous in- 
creases in the prices of bread, milk, 
butter, cheese, egxs and meats, as 
were directly or indirectly brought 
about by the muccessive increases in 
tae prices of mheat, flour and mil} 
feed.” 

The report submits that, imposing 
as the record of its activities proves 
to be, its enquiries so far have ibeen 
of too superficial a character to be 
of the greatest use. “Root causes 
and root costs,” it adds, ‘‘should nave 
been first attacked.” Disclaiming 
responsibility for this, the board says 
that it would have been foolish to hays 
attempted an investigation of, for 
instance, the élothing or the boot and 
shoe (trade, lwithout expert advice. 
The board has been compelled to 
forego its effort jin sucna directions,” 
says the report, ‘faced with twin dif- 
ficulties of ‘being unable to accept 
technical advisers supplied to dt ty 
the civil service commission (admit- 
tedly unable to make a selection un- 
less advised 'by representatives of the 
very interests of which the board was 
charged with the duty of investiga- 
ting). The report includes proposed 
amendments to the ‘clvil service act 
which would except tthe Board of 
Commerce trom the provisions of the 
a@ct, and to the combines act which 
would provide that nothing in tthe 
civil service act could affect the op- 
erations of the board, 

To Make Orders Binding. 


Other legislation proposed is ghat 
the Board of Commerce saall be def- 
initely invested ‘with the power to 
make orders binding on classes of 
persons enguged in (particular ‘busi- 
hesses in prescribed districts, 

The board proposes an amendment 
to the board of Commerce act making 
compulsory a standardized system of 
accounting in manufacturing con- 
cerns. The board asks for special ap- 
propriation of $10,000.00 to tbe ex- 
pended so far as necessary in the es- 
tablishment of a standardized system 
of accounting iby packing establish- 
ments in Canada, “These packing 
companies ure beginning to exdibit 
erations,” report,’ ‘and it 
would be quite undersirable to permit 
them to obtain in Canada anything | 
like the impregnable position ,which, 
for a time, they had secured tn the 
United States. They make consider- 
able of a wnystery of their costs. Prac- 
tically none of them maintain like 
cost accounting systems,
